Т entered upon Ше duties ој my office September 30th, 
1870, and receipted to General Reed, my predecessor, for 
military property, as per Schedule “A,” hereto attached. - 

The Legislature, then in session, passed an act (which 
was approved оп the 20th day of October, 1870), amend- 
ing the act to organize the militia, by striking out sec- ~ 
tions 18, 14 and 15, of chapter 88, and directing the Ад-_ 
jutant General to turn over the military property to the 
Secretary of State. By the operation of this amendment 
the salary of the Adjutant General was stopped, leaving 
the duties of the office to be performed without compen- 
sation. | 

In conformity with this act, I turned over to the Secre- 
tary of State the property described in Schedule “ В.” 
But regarding, as I do, a military organization absolutely 
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necessary in every State, and that the State of Oregon 
should not be an exception, I have, at much personal sac- 
rifice and expense, continued to perform the duties of the 
office, and made the best effort I could to keep up and 
foster the military organizations of the State, trusting to 
the patriotism of the next Legislature to reorganize the 
militia, make suitable provision for its support, and reim- 
burse me for such outlay as І have been compelled to 
make. 

As it is undoubtedly the duty of every State to provide 
for the defence of its citizens, and the protection of their 
property, I would call attention to the fact that experience 
has proved that a proper and efficient military organiza- 
tion is the best calculated to secure the desired result. 


- While the military should always be subservient to the 
civil authority, it is not the less necessary Юг the preser- 
vation of the peace and dignity of the State. 

The militia law, as it now stands on the statute book, is 
almost worthless for the purpose of effectually keeping up 
any discipline in the military organizations; the various 
amendments, which, from time to time, have been made, 
have merely left a skeleton law, with no life-giving pro- 
visions. Indeed, its operations are so embarrassed that 
they are not calculated to be of practical utility. It would 
be better that the present law be altogether repealed than 
to exist as it is. 


Having only the interests of the State in view, I would 


_ recommend that the present law be repealed, and either 


leave the State without any militia, or else pass an 
effective military law, organizing the National Guard of 
the State, similar to that of our neighboring State of Cal- 
ifornia. I understand that parties who feel an interest in 
military matters will, through the proper channel, present 


oo 
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to the Legislature a bill in reference to- military matters, 
and I hope it will be such a one as will meet the approval 
of the Legislature, and that it will become a law. ` 

I am aware that there is a feeling among some of our 
citizens to treat any military movement with contempt, 
and that many persons ridicule the military organization 
of our State, and say it is all a humbug; but I feel certain 
that those persons are actuated by a feeling which is not 
calculated to promote the public good, and that the sub- 


ject is one to which they have not given sufficient consid- | 


eration. `Т feel assured, that if the opponents of military 


organizations would examine the matter dispassionately, | 
and irrespective of party prejudices, they would view the 


same differently. 

In all new and frontier countries, and ‘especially 1 in pop- 
ulous and growing towns and cities, there is always more 
or less of a dangerous and tifiruly element, which requires 
the strong arm of authority to keep in check; and al- 
though for some years past, the civil authorities have been 
amply sufficient to meet all the requirements of keeping 
the peace, yet we know not how soon, or at what mo- 
ment, a dangerous outbreak may occur, (as has occurred 
in our neighboring States,) which may require moré than 
civil authority to quell. There is an old and trite saying: 
“in-time of peace, prepare for war." This is an.excellent 
motto, and if we would only follow it, we need have no 
fears when wars do come. | 

Since entering upon my duties, I have received from 
the proper authorities of the General Government, the 
quota of arms due the State for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1872, and have made such disposition of them as was 


deemed proper. For the receipts and issues, І refer to the | 


Schedules hereto annexed. The quota due the State for 
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the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1873, amounts to some 
$1,600, and there is à balance of $14 21 due on last year's 
quota. This is now available, and is required to fill up 
the equipments of existing Companies. 

There are à number of old fashioned arms belonging to 
the State which, at small expense, could be altered into 
the new style of arms; and if the Legislature think it ad- 
visable to reorganize the militia, [ would recommend that 
those old arms be so altered.

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My predecessor recommended that a time be fixed at 
which these bonds should revert to the State. I believe 
that this recommendation should not become a-law, as it 
would*work a hardship and wrong to meritorious persons, 


whose opportunities have not been such as to avail them- 


selves of the bounty of the State. The heirs of persons 
who may have died, have a vested interest in the bonds, 


and that interest should be protected. 
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ORGANIZED MILITIA. 


There are now organized and mustered into the service 
of the State, as volunteer militia, four companies, namely: 
three of infantry and one of artillery, which are all lo- 
cated at Portland, and are attached to the Second Brigade. 
For the condition of these companies, I refer to the re- 
port of the ‘Commanding General, which accompanies this. 
These companies receive from Multnomah county the sum 
of $50 per month each, for armory rent and pay of an ar- 
-morer, as provided for by law—Multnomah county being 
the only county in the State which pays anything for mil- 
itary organizations. The companies are furnished by the 
State with arms, but only partially with equipments. 
They have no other allowances-or privileges, therefore all 
other expenses (which are numerous) have to be borne by 
the members; and as nearly all the men who compose 
these companies are mechanics or laborers, the tax upon 
them is great. This should not be. The burden of keep- 
ing up the organization should be borne by the State. 

It may be said that our State has no militia organiza- 
tion worthy of the name. This is in a measure true, but 
give us an effective law, and a thorough organization will 
soon be had. Itis true that the law provides, with con- 
‘siderable detail, for the enrollment of the militia; but 
with few exceptions little provision is made for an organ- 
ized militia. | 

That the failure of having a thoroughly organized mili- 
tia is due to the defects of the laws, and not to any lack 
of military spirit on the part of our citizen soldiers, 18 
shown by the fact that the few companies located in Mult- 
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nomah county maintain themselves, and furnish a protec- 
tion to the citizens and property of the State. It is not 
_Tight that the members should bear all this burden and 
have no exemptions or privileges; and it is equally cer- 
tain that no effective force of militia can be created or 
maintained without considerable change in the laws as 
they now exist. Our present:system is entirely too cir- 
cumscribed to accomplish anything. Our people, as а 
general thing, are law-abiding, and the civil authorities 
are usually able to repress outbreaks without the aid of 
military power; but, as before remarked, in every com- 
munity, and especially large and growing cities, there is a 
dangerous element only controlled by force, and it may 
· happen, ав it hes in other States, that the presence of a 
sufficient mili «ry force, at a critical moment, will be 
worth more in preserving order and protecting. life and 
property than double its cost. Is it not worth while to 
‘consider this? аа 

А roster of the organized militia will be found in the 
Schedules. 

I have no reports from the First or Third Brigades, but 
understand that there are no organized troops within their 
limits. 
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ENROLLED MILITIA. 


The law as it existd provides, with much detail for the 
enrollment, etc., of the unorganized militia. Many of the 
provisions of the law are unnecessary—such, for instance, 
as making regimental districts, appointing field officers, 
etc. It is necessary to have . n annual enrollment, for the 
law of Congress requires the Adjutant General to make 
an annual return to the War Department of the number 
of men in the State subject to military duty. Again, itis 
necessary in case of war and the ordering of a draft to fill 
the ranks.of organized troops. Most of the counties of 
the State have complied with the Jaw, so far as furnishing 
a roll of persons subject to military duty, from which a 
synopsis has been prepared, and will be found in the 
Schedules. I recommend the simplifying of the enroll- 


ment system. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


| 


The duties of this office are numerous, and require 
clerical assistance. The correspondence alone is large, 
consisting in part of receiving and replying to applications 
for bounty and relief bonds, the interchange of courtesies 
between the several States, and the correspondence with 
the War Department in regard to the military matters of 
the State, and also in reference to persons who served 
during the rebellion. The attention necessarily given to 
this mass of correspondence has required much of my 
time. 

Asit is a constitutional provision that this Department 
shall exist, and as there are duties.to perform which сап- 
not be performed other than through the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office, the same should be placed upon an effective 
footing. 
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FINANCES. 


There is no military fund now belonging to the State 
(the last moneys in this fund, amounting to some $25,000, 
having heretofore been passed over to the Penitentiary 
Fund), therefore I have no detailed statement to make. 
The expenses of the Department during the years 1871 
and 1872 have been very light. What have been in- 
eurred 1 have paid out of my own pocket, vouchers for 
which will be presented „ог the consideration of the Legis- 
lature and your approval. There are two claims on file in 
this office against the State, for the care and protection of 
State property, of which some disposition should be made. 
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CONCLUSION.

I have done all in my power to discharge the duties of — 


my office effectually, and to have the State properly rep- 


resented at home and abroad, in a military point of view. ' 


I have been greatly assisted in the discharge of those du- 


ties by Brigadier General O. Е. Bellecommanding the 


Second Brigade, to whose zeal in behalf of military the 
State is largely indebted for having any organized troops 
at present. Hon. Н. Н. Gilfry has also lent valuable aid 
in conducting the affairs of this Department. I would 
here, also, accord praise to all of the organized troops, 
both officers and men, for the admirable manner in which 
they have kept up their organizations, under the adverse 
circumstances surrounding them. I would also thank 
them personally for the uniform courtesy extended to me. 
I can only hope that their efforts to perfect a better organ- 
ization will be ably seconded by the Legislature. 
I trust that my efforts will be appreciated, and meet 
with your approbation and that of the Eegislature.

Colonel A. P. Dennison, 
Adjutant General, 
S : State of Oregon: 

Srr:—In compliance with General Orders from your 
office, I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the condition of my command: 

Upon receipt of the orders referred to, I detailed Cap- 
tains Sears and Smith of the Brigade Staff to inspect the 
various Companies of the Command, and they have re- 
ported to me in substance as follows: 

The organized troops attached to tnis Brigade consist of 
the Washington Guards, Company A; Emmet Guards, 
Company B; and Montgomery Guards, Company C—in- 
fantry companies forming the First Infantry Battalion; 
and the Portland Light Battery, an artillery company. 

Company A.—Thisis the oldest organized company now 


“in the State—Captain Mills, its commanding officer, hav- . 


ing been commissioned September 21st, 1863, under which 
commission he continues to hold his office. The com- 


pany is well up in drill, both in the manual and in man- ' 
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.euvering. It numbers forty-three men and three officers. 
They have forty stand of breech-loading muskets and 
equipments, besides a number of old style of muskets and 
accoutrements. Their arms and equipments are not kept 
in as good order as might be desired, but are always in. 
serviceable condition. Their Armory is а good one and 
well kept. The Commanding Officer reports an average” 
attendance at weekly drills of twenty-two men. This 
company seems to take great, pride in military matters, 
and have spent much money and time in procuring uni- 
forms and perfecting themselves in drill, ete. 

Company B.—This company was organized in July, 
1865, since which time it has had a number of different 
commanders. The present. Commanding Officer, Captain 
Wiley, has, since his election in January last, shown great 
efficiency, and has brought up the company to its present 
effective condition. The men are scarcely as proficient in 
drill as Company А, but keep their arms in better condi- 
tion. They have forty stand of breech-loading muskets .., 

and equipments, besides a number of old style muskets 
and accoutrements. The company numbers fifty-seven 
men and three officers. The Commanding Officer reports 
ап average attendance at weekly drills of twenty men. 

P The Armory of this company is not what could be wished, 

being much too narrow to allow of company movements. 

This, I understand, they are endeavoring to remedy by 


i procuring a-better place. The members of this company 
| have also spent a large amount of money in procuring uni- 
forms. E 


| Company C.—This is а new company, organized in Feb- 
4 ruary last, but bids fair to stand in the front ranks as an 
| efficient military organization. Its commanding officer, 
| Captain Magrath, is an excellent drill officer, and has al-

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ready his command іп good drill. The company num- 
bers forty-one men and three officers. They have forty- 
seven rifle muskets of the old style, but their accoutre- 
ments are not complete,'and many of the things they have 
should be eondemned and sold, and the company armed 
with breech-loading muskets and equipments. It being 
во new an organization, the company-has not yet procured 
their uniforms;- other than a fatigue dress, of blouse, сар, 
etc. They deserve great credit for their рг esent efficiency, 
на In 80 short a time. 


_ Portland LIE -Dattery.—Yhis is also a new company, 
“it having been or ganized in the latter part of May last. 
Its commanding officer, Captain Mountain, has shown 
great zeal, and is pushing his company along with energy: 
It numbers thirty-four men and two officers, The only 
State property we have been enabled to furnish them, 
consists of two brass guns and carriages, together with 
about seventeen cavalry sabres in very bad condition, and 
some old and worthless harness. The company needs 
caissons, and equipments, with artillery sabres, and as this 
is an important branch of the service, and the officers and 
meh of the company show a determined spirit to per- 
fect the organization, Т trust some effort will be made by 
the State authorities, to effectually arm this company. The 
company, since its organization, has spent large sums of 
money in procuring sabres, (they could not get the proper 
kind,) sword belts, belt plates, saddles, ete., for the equip- 
ment of the Battery, besides providing an artillery fatigue | 
uniform for the men. Some provision should be made to 
reimburse the company for this outlay. 


Siaff—I have at present оп my Staff Major Fuller, As- 
sistant Adjutant General; and Captains Smith and Sears, 
Aids; Lieutenant Colonel Murphy, and Majors Weather- 
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ford, Williams and Cahalin, Assistant Adjutant Generals, 
assigned to duty on my Staff. Of these Major Cahalin 
and Captains Smith and Sears have been most prompt in 
attendance to duty; most of the others have lent me their 
aid. Colonel Murphy is at present absent ou leave. 

In closing this report, I would like to call the attention 
of the State authorities to the absolute necessity of mak- 
ing а more suitable provision for the support and mainte- 
nance of an organized militia. The only allowance to or- 
ganized companies is an Armory, to be provided by the 
county in which the company is located, and not always 
attainable from the county authorities; and arms and 
equipments from the State, and these also not obtainable 
of the proper kind. The law needs changing, and pro- 
vision made holding out some inducement for men to join 
the companies. They would not then be, as they are at 
present, afraid te join on account of the expense attend- 


. ing the company, without obtaining any privileges or ex- 


emptions. By the levying of a very small tax, a sufficient 


Sum could be obtained to uniform, equip and maintain à 


sufficient, effective force for the State of Oregon. The 
men of my command are living in hopes that, in view of 
the fact that they have already been at great expense in 


. keeping up the organizations, the next Legislature will do 


something for their benefit, by passing an effective mili- 
tary law. I trust their hopes will not be blighted. 

Since I have held my commission there have been two 
other companies organized in my Brigade, namely: the 
Bell Cadets and the Oregon Artillery, but from internal 
dissensions, and want of ability in the officers elected, 
they soon disbanded, and I had to take charge of the 
arms, eto. 


.ltrust, Sir, that you will use your best endeavors to 
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procure the passage, by the next Legislature, of a good · 
and stringent military law.
